cottage at 71 Taplin Avenue. 
Fire Chief Arthur Boudreau 
described the house as poorly 
constructed. 

Dead were John Meade, 30, 
his wife Ruby, 35, John R. 
Stevens and James R. Froten, 
50. 

Meade’s brother, William, 32, 


“managed to escape, and was 


able to rescue his five-year-old 
son Alfred. 

He told police that he had 
awakened about 5:00 a.m., and 
that everything was normal at 
that time. He awoke again at 
7:15 a.m. to hear his son 
screaming. 

He emerged from the bed- 
room to face a rolling ball of 
fire in the kitchen. He threw 
water on it, but it only got 
worse. He shouted to awaken 
the other occupants, and 
dashed outside. He then ran to 
the opposite side of the cottage 
and pulled his son out through 
a bedroom ‘window. 

The other occupants were 
trapped inside, and the fire was 
too intense to allow for any res- 
cue attempt. 

John Meade, a former Army 
sergeant, had moved into the 
cottage not long before the fire 
with his bride of ten months. 
The cottage had been built by 
his father, about 30 years previ- 
ously. 

Ruby Meade was from 
Virginia, and was said to have 
no family, 

The house had been the scene 
of weekend parties during 
which Mrs. Meade would cook 
for John and their guests. She 
was described as having been 
an excellent cook. 

John Stevens of Ervin, North 
Carolina was said to have been 
Wilmington for about five 
months. He had been working 
at the Merrimack Mills in 
Lowell. A Navy veteran with 
three children, he was identi- 
fied by a cousin living in 
Wilmington. 

The fourth victim was James 
“Reggie” Froten, a merchant 
seaman. A Wilmington native, 
he was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Froten of Columbia 
Street. He was identified by fin- 
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gerprints. 

The house was heated by 
three stoves, one gas and two 
oil. The kitchen stove had a 
chimney, but the other two con- 
nected to a single stovepipe 
which went through the roof. 
Chief Boudreau said the fire 
had started from faulty oil lines 
or faulty wiring. 

Carbon monoxide 

Early on Saturday evening, 
March 5, a family on Laurel 
Avenue was found nearly 
asphyxiated from carbon 
monoxide. 

Wilfred Muse of Tewksbury, 
whose mother lived nearby, 
went to visit the Paul Smith 
family, at 6:15 p.m., but there 
was no answer when he 
knocked on the door. He looked 
in a window and saw Smith on 
the sofa, with his feet on the 
floor. 

Muse summoned William 
Murray from across the street 
and they broke in through a 
window, encountering heavy 
fumes. 

They shut off the flame in the 
heater, opened the windows, 
and called Dr. Gerald Fagan, 
who contacted the police and 
fire departments. 

In a bedroom, they found 
Ruth Smith, 31, and her son 
John, 18 months, on a bed. 
Nearby on the floor was Linda, 
age four. 

Fire Lt. George Cushing, 
along with Fred Kleynan and 
Ken Marshall, responded with 
a resuscitator. They also called 
for a second resuscitator from 
Reading. Police Chief Paul 
Lynch responded with officers 
John Imbimbo, Leo Markey, 
and George Shepard. 

After 45 minutes of frantic 
work, the victims were rushed 
to St. John’s Hospital in Lowell, 
a trip that was not without 
trouble. Near Tewksbury cen- 
ter, the ambulance lost a tire 
chain, which in turn hit a brake 
cylinder. The ambulance con- 
tinued on to the hospital with 
just a hand brake. 

All four victims were initially 
on the danger list, but all 
recovered.

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Dear Town Crier Editor, 
Thanks for printing a first 
jthought on what can be done 
‘ stowards renewing our town's 
existing library. Other towns 
might want as it seems others 
in our Town want, their over- 
priced, excessive library that 
you first presented for their 
proposal, I don’t. Question is, 
why does Wilmington need it, 
especially that much? I under- 
stand, the library serves 
between 600-500 people each 
day. 600-500 that’s about 3% of 
the town's population. 
Interesting to know if even 
these are all Wilmington resi- 
-dents’ Now to spend six, seven, 
‘eight million or more for what? 
In discussion with others on 
what I proposed in first plot 
layout. which you printed, 
remark was made, “this used 
the existing land right up to the 
-lot lines?” That's correct. Here 
is another proposal to not do 
“this, but only if town cares to 
acquire just enough of one 
neighbor's property, to replace 
one existing drive in. This lay- 
out still allows for the same 
amount of added square 
footage to a renewed library. I 
believe it could cost even less 
than first jtted for your 
readers to think about. You 
might print this 2nd layout for 
residents to view, think it over? 
. An advartage with this sec- 
ond proposal is it allows more 
expansion to the first floor 
library level. This helps with 
present problems when used by 
handicapped. I wish now to let 
it be known, I believe that those 


for their new library are letting 
residents think, that the pre- 
sent library building is not 
handicapped equipped. That is 
not true, as Larry Curtis, a pio- 
neer for this in Wilmington and 
also for our country who once 
lived in Wilmington, saw to it 
that it was handicapped acces- 
sible when first built in 1969. So 
lets get that straight! 

True present library might be 
crowded, even bloated with too 
many books. But for this there 
is a simpler answer. It is called 
a “repository”, a place where 
things are stored. For a repos- 
itory use the upper floor of the 
Swain School. With computers 
it's easy to know where a book 
needed is located for someone’s 
research. It might not be at 
someone’s finger tip. True, but 
research does not usually 
require this. It could be sent 
for and retrieved. This sort of 
a library expansion requires 
some work but not millions. It 
might even cost less than the 
cost of the Swain School demo- 
lition. Then too, there are those 
who now are using other sec- 
tions of the Swain, they now 
won't have to move. Another 
cost to the Town saved! 

These are more of my 
thoughts which I hope will open 
discussion on how to handle 
Wilmington’s library needs and 
stop an overpriced and over 
ambitious one. This now allows 
us: to move onto more impor 
tant things for Wilmington. 
Our town’s ground water issues, 
it’s environment, the Ipswich 
River, fire safety for North 


Wilmington.. If these are not 
first protected, what good will 
an overpriced library for 
Wilmington then be? There are 
simple solutions to 
Wilmington’s real needs too. 

By the way, did like old ways 
better when at those town 
meetings alternatives where 
first presented to residents for 
their direction. Today it does- 
n't seem we have those elected 
to see this is done first. Even 
the town manager who appoints 
the people doesn’t see to do 
this. It now leaves a feeling that 
they know best, so take it or 
leave it! Then maybe the town 
manager doesn’t feel it’s his 
job?

He was getting 
attention but losing his audi- 
ence who could have become 
friends. This usually continues 
into adulthood. These children 
need the help of parents to stop 
their destructive behavior. 

There are many forms of 
behavior that can cause rejec- 
tion. Trying to control others, 
often correcting, never listen- 
ing, often complaining, and 
smothering relationships are a 
few. Who wants to be told that 
what he does is not adequate? 
How do you feel when your 
words fall on deaf ears? What 
happens to positive thinking 
when all you hear are com- 
plaints? Demanding to be a 
part of every thought, and 
action of another is indeed 
overwhelming. Most individu- 
als never realize their behavior 
is hurting and turning people 
off. 

To be on the safe side: Let 
your demeanor be one of car- 
ing and respect for others.

RMLD customers will not face 
electric bill hike 


READING - Customers of 
Reading Municipal Light 
mt. (RMLD) will not 
be affected by increases in 
electric rates when the state- 
mandated deregulation policy 
eliminating standard offer 
rates becomes effective’ on 
March 1. In 1997 RMLD and 
other municipal electric com- 
panies successfully lobbied to 
have the municipals excluded 
from deregulation laws. 

The Customer Service 
Department at RMLD has 
received numerous phone calls 
concerning newspaper articles 
of February 22 and February 
24, which appeared in the 
Boston Globe. These articles 
warn customers of investor- 
owned utilities like NStar and 
Massachusetts Electric, a 
National Grid company, that as 
of March 1, 2005, their electric 


bills will change from their cur- 
rent standard offer rate to a 
higher basic rate, with a pro- 
Jected $13% i increase. 

March 1, 1998, the 
deregulation law required 
investor-owned utilities to allow 
their customers to choose 
between electricity generators 
in a competitive market. 

The Globe did not mention 
that customers who are ser- 
viced by municipal electric util- 
ities like RMLD are 
from deregulation. The law 
recognizes that municipal utili- 
ties, which are nonprofit and 
locally owned, are in the best 
position to protect the interests 
of local consumers. Municipal 
utilities were allowed to retain 
control over electric service 
over the last seven years as 
they evaluated the impact of 
industry changes.

“No work can proceed until 
thle EPA issues its approval,” 
said Michael Cunningham, 
one of two consultants who 
appeared at a meeting of the 
cduncil’s Liaison Committee 
on Monday night. 
Cunningham, colleague Tony 
Zyena and Michael Woods, of 

ilmington’s Water 
Superintendent, were invited 
to. the meeting to represent 
the town for its first discus- 
sign with the council. 
Wilmington Selectman 
Suzanne Sullivan _also 
appeared later in the meet- 
ing. 

The City Council will be 
asked to grant rights-of-way 
to allow the construction, 
which will provide 
Wilmington with a badly- 
needed water supply after 
five of the town’s nine wells 
were shut down in 2003 by the 
state Department of 
Environmental Protection, 
due to contamination from 
the Olin Chemical site. 

“The town lost 50 percent 
of its (water) capacity,” said 
Zuena. 

Wilmington hooked up an 

rgency connection to the 

WRA trunk, but it “is cer- 


tainly not a long-range solu- 
tion,” according to Zuena. 

The connection would 
make Wilmington a “partial- 
ly-supplied “community” by 
the MWRA, similar to 
Woburn, which buys about 30 
percent of its water from the 
authority. (The rest is sup- 
plied by wells at Horn Pond.) 

A number of alternatives 
for the water line were exam- 
ined, and the proposed route 
was chosen in part because 
MassPort did not want its sec- 
tion of the capped Industri- 
Plex site to be disturbed. 

The line will consist of a 
20-inch pipe designed to last 
100 years, Zuena said. The 
design and permitting 
process will last into the 
spring. The project will then 
be put out to bid, with con- 
struction beginning by mid- 
summer and lasting about six 
months. 

As part of a draft mitiga- 
tion agreement between 
Mayor John Curran and 
Wilmington’s town manager, 
Wilmington would be respon- 
sible for maintenance of the 
line and the restoration of all 
construction areas in 
Woburn. 


Council questions 


City Council President 
Paul Medeiros said he had 
been under the impression 
that Wilmington’s Board of 
Selectmen had endorsed the 
project, until he was contact- 
ed last week with some con- 
cerns. 

“I'm hearing from a differ- 
ent faction that they may not 
really need this water,” said 
Medeiros. 

Ward 4 Alderman William 
Booker also told Sullivan that 
if Woburn was to approve the 
water line as a gesture of 
good will, the concept “works 
both ways.” 

“If we're doing this

because we want to be a good 
neighbor, then Wilmington 
has to keep in mind that 
we've wanted something for 
the past 27 years, and there 
hasn’t been much reciproca- 
tion,” said Booker. 

The reference was lost on 
Sullivan, who said she didn’t 
know what Booker meant. 

“Twenty-seven years ago, 
the New Boston Street bridge 
was burned out and (its 
restoration) has been 
blocked,” he added. “It’s one 
thing to find yourself in the 
middle of a desert, but we’ve 
had traffic problems for 
many, many years, and it was 
easy for Wilmington to look 
the other way.” 

The restoration of the New 
Boston Street bridge is the 
key piece of a connector road 
that alleviate traffic and 
trucking problems on Main 
Street between Route 128 and 
the Wilmington line, but it 
has supposedly been opposed 
by Wilmington officials. 

In response to a question 
from Ward 2 Alderman James 
McSweeney, Zuena said the 
town could request the con 
tractor to perform all the 
work at night, to prevent traf- 
fic problems in one of the 
city’s busiest commercial sec 
tions. 

“But it can’t be too restric 
tive,” added Zeuna. “It’s a 
balancing act between traffic 
and getting the project done 
in a reasonable time frame.” 

Woburn City Engineer Jay 
Corey noted all the key inter 
sections have been identified 
where work will have to be 
done at night, similar to what 
took place with the Lowe's 
Home Improvement 
Warehouse project several 
years ago. 

Curran said the council 
will have to approve the “curb 
cuts” and the actual work. 

“They (Wilmington offi 
cials) still have to make a 


formal 
Curran. 

In addition to the EPA, 
environmental oversight 
would occur by both the cus- 
todial and remedial trusts 
(which was represented by 
Cindy Brooks), and the city 
may also opt to have occa- 
sional inspections. 

“Barring any unforeseen 
circumstances, the EPA has 
been generally cooperative,” 
said Mayor Curran. 

North Woburn resident 
Michael Raymond asked 
what precautions would be 
taken if the construction 
crews discover any contami- 
nated soil beyond the known 
600 foot section of the line.

Vietnamese termed this con- 
struction a French quest to 
strengthen “its apparatus of 
suppression.” It is hard to dis- 
agree with this because, after 
all, the Vietnamese were not 
free to choose their own destiny 
when they were under colonial- 
ism. 

Officially known as Hoa Lo

its government rule. In the 
prison,s | brochure, the 


Prison, it is considered by 
Vietnamese historians to be the 
location where massive 
ameunts of prisoner abuse 
were one by the French against 


“thousands of patriots and rev- 
olutionary fighters. who were 
struggling to establish indepen- 
dence for the Vietnamese peo- 
ple. In the latter part of the 
century, following the French 
taking leave in 1954, the prison 
was used for what they called a 
“noble and humane cause” - 
torturing, beating and starving 
American prisoners of the 
Vietnam War from 1964 to 1973. 

Today, the prison remains a 
third of its original size. In the 
early 90’s ironically, some of it 
was torn down to make way for 
a new high-rise office and 
apartment (read: capitalist) 
building. 

The site is small, and it didn,t 
take longer than an hour to 
visit. It is divided into three 
parts. The first deals with the 
period when this prison was 
being managed by the French. 
and used to imprison 
Vietnamese under their rule. 
The exhibits provide a dreary 
outlook on the type of tortur 
and conditions prisoners had to 
deal with. 

Prisoners were kept in fetters, 
dunked in water, and executed 
by guillotine. Exhibits 
described the type of weapons 
and methods the French used 
to torture and interrogate 
Vietnamese prisoners. It was 
noted that five of the previous 
resident prisoners later 
became Secretary Generals of 


the Communist Party in 
Vietnam. 

The second part of the prison 
commemorates the Vietnamese 
who were held in the prison, 
and honors those who tried to 
escape or who did escape suc- 
cessfully. There is a description 
of the ways they were able to 
break out, most notably 
through the sewer system and 
by digging tunnels. 

The final and most interesting 
part dealt with the period the 
prison was used by the 
Vietnamese communist govern- 
ment to imprison American 
pilots, 

Unlike the first part, when 
cells were shown, weapons 
were laid out and stories were 
told. This part was the propa- 
ganda element, with “facts” 
being carefully staged pictures 
of the daily life of American 
prisoners and cleanly-appear- 
ing items. 

The first room described the 
“humane and well-off life” 
American prisoners had under 
incarceration which came at 
odds with anecdotes and stories 
heard from former members of 
the prison such as John 
McCain who described regular 
beatings and the like. There 
were many pictures on the wall 
in the room: pictures showing 
the prisoners exercising, play- 
ing ping pong, cooking chicken 
and getting the best medical 
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“Hotel” You Wouldn’t Want to Stay At 


care possible. A plaque was on 
the wall stressed _the 
Vietnamese “commitment” to 
human rights and the Geneva 
Convention. For a moment, it 
would seem to an unsuspecting 
eye that these prisoners really 
were in a “hotel” and enjoying 
a better life than the 
Vietnamese did in North 
Vietnam under Ho Chi Minh,s 
tyrannical government. 
Moreover, there was an exhibit 
of the items given to American 
prisoners for their use - shoes, 
blankets and shirts. 

The next room showed the pic- 
tures of those Americans who 
were prisoners, including John 
McCain and Douglas Peterson 
(who later became the first US 
ambassador to the Vietnam

The settlement, filed today in 
Suffolk Superior Court, stems 
from allegations that the com- 
pany erroneously billed 
Massachusetts consumers 
close to $4 a month for an esti- 
mated two and a half months. 
As part of this settlement, AT 
&T has already refunded or 
credited more than $400,000 — 
or an estimated $10 each - to 
affected Massachusetts con- 
sumers.

Massive InWood project finally approved 7-2 


By GORDON VINCENT 


WOBURN - After nearly 20 
years, a development propos- 
al was finally approved by the 
City Council, Tuesday night, 
for the InWood site off the 
east side of Route 93 in East 
Woburn in the northeast cor- 
ner of the city near the 
Reading line. 

The vote to grant two spe- 
cial permits and a flammable 
license (for the fuel that will 
be stored inside cars at a 
parking facility) was 
approved by a 7-2 vote, with 
Ward 3 Alderman Scott 
Galvin and City Council 
President Paul Medeiros in 
opposition. 

“This has been a very com- 
plex -proposal,” said- Ward 7 
Alderman Thomas 
McLaughlin. “But it’s a big 
win for the city and a big win 
for the people who will live 
there,” 

The final hurdle to clear 
before the project starts is an 
order of conditions from the 
city’s Conservation 
Commission, which has juris- 

‘diction due to the proximity 
to wetlands. Murtha Cullina 
attorney Joseph Tarby, who 
has represented the InWood 
developers through all the 
variations, said a public hear- 
ing before the ConCom would 
likely occur in April. 

The project will consist of 
44 condominium units with an 
age restriction that one resi- 
dent must be older than 55, 
and “446 apartments, 46 of 
which will be similarly age- 
restricted and three others 
that are “handicapped 
equipped.” 

The age-restricted and 
handicapped accessible units 
will count toward the city's 
affordable housing stock, 
which due to the project 
(called “AvalonBay —_at 
InWood”) will not lose any 
ground to the 10 percent 
threshold that would elimi- 
nate the possibility of a pro- 
ject being filed with a state 
comprehensive permit, which 
bypasses most local zoning 


controls. 

The development team of 
AvalonBay, Howland 
Development of Wilmington 
and land owner Saticoy 
InWood will also pay a miti- 
gation fee of $1.39 million that 
will be devoted to the 
Montvale Avenue corridor 
widening project ($450,000), a 
new traffic light at the inter- 
section of Salem Street and 
Wildwood Avenue ($215,000), 
a new fire pump truck 
($400,000), three new police 
cruisers ($90,000), and school 
plan feasibility study 
($160,000), playground equip- 
ment .at Ferullo Field 
($50,000) and equipment at 
the Woburn Senior Center 
($25,000). 

While most of the discus- 
sion on Tuesday was about 
minor revisions to the lan- 
guage in the 60-odd conditions 
attached to the two special 
permits, AvalonBay principal 
Scott Dale speeded the timing 
of one of the mitigation items. 

Initially, the payment for 
the Salem Street/Wildwood 
Avenue signal was to be con- 
current with the issuance of 
the first occupancy permit for 
the project, but Dale said it 
would be paid upon the 
issuance of the first building 
permit, which will be consid- 
erably sooner. 

History of site 

A development at the 
InWood site is attractive to 
Woburn since the parcel lies 
on a sliver of land to the east 
of I-93 that can only be 
accessed through Wilmington 
and Reading. 

Texas developer Edward 
Callan, a one-time 
Winchester resident, first 
proposed an office park for 
the site in the 1980s, but was 
forced to sell the parcel dur- 
ing a subsequent dip in the 
commercial real estate mar- 
ket. 

Callan eventually reac- 
quired the property about 15 
years later, obtained permits 
from the council and installed 
much of the infrastructure for 
an office park, but the market 
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dipped again and the parcel 
was bought by Saticoy at a 
foreclosure auction. 

Saticoy and Howland 
Development were unablé to 
market the site commercially 
and last year came forward 
with a residential proposal 
that required a zoning 
change. AvalonBay joined the 
team late in the process. 


“This is far better than any 


apartment proposal I’ve seen 


beforé the city in some time,” 
said Galvin. “I’m still 
opposed to the addition of 400- 
plus apartments, though. 

“It’s not a good thing for 
the city in the long term,” he 
added. “It’s a much better 
location for a commercial 
development.”

Selectmen act only by vote, and 
their will is not reflected in the 
ad hoe comments of a single 
member taken out of context.” 

Wilmington’s initial petition 
dismissed the use of Licensed 
Site Professionals (LSP’s) to 
oversee mitigation measures, 
as was proposed = by 
Environmental Assessment, as 
inappropriate and ineffective 
since Massachusetts law does 
not provide LSP’s with such 
authority. NET’s response took 
Wilmington to task on that mat- 
ter. 

"Wilmington’s assertion that 
LSP’s, used generally in 
Massachusetts to monitor envi- 
ronmental compliance, cannot 
be trusted, slanders an entire 
profession, assumes, violation 
of professional standards, 
statutory and ethical obliga- 
tions is irrational," NET’s 
reply states. 

DW states that such an inter- 
pretation of Wilmington’s posi- 
tion is distorted. 

"The point, which NET has 
not grasped, is that a hired 
engineer inevitably has alle- 
giances that may color his 
exercise of judgment," the DW 
response states. "Even ostensi- 
bly. independent professionals 
advocate positions that are at 
odds with those of other quali- 
fied professionals.” 

DW, in the original petition 

‘and in the response, accuses 
NET of failing to disclose its 
intent to "process" materials 
on-site and only admits to the 
"handling" of materials. 

- According to DW, the distinc- 
tion between the two activities 
is extreme.

Agents subsequently located

At the conclusion of the 
discussion, the Board was stren- 
uously advised by DeRensis not 
to enter into any further discus- 
sion of the Transrail issue, 

Chairman Michael McCoy 
allowed West's request to appear 
on the agenda, but heeding the 
advice of DeRensis, was hard 
pressed to allow futher discus- 
sion of that newspaper article. 

"My recommendation to this 
Board is that we not discuss this 
issue further," McCoy said. 
"Town Counsel has made it very 
clear that we not discuss 
Transrail at all." 

Despite his recommendation, 
McCoy stated that if two board 
members, in addition to West, 
wanted to allow the discussion, 
he would concede. 

Selectmen Michael Newhouse 
agreed that McCoy’s recommen- 
dation was appropriate, but stat- 
ed that he would take part in the 
discussion if it were to be 
allowed. 

"If we open the door on this, 
I'm going to weigh in," 
Newhouse said. "The door on 
this issued is either opened or it 
is closed.” 

Selectman Raymond Lepore 
chose not to voice an opinion 
one way or the other. 

"I can’t take a position on this, 
because, as you know, I had no 
contact with the media at all,” 
Lepore said. 

Selectman Suzanne Sullivan 
was not present. She had 
excused herself at the start of 
the meeting in order to repre- 
sent the Board at a meeting in 
Woburn.

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Boys Hoop, girls hockey teams 
gear up for state tourney

On Tuesday night, the state 

tournament season officially 

with basketball games. 
This past Friday the seeds and 
the pairings were announced in 
girls and boys basketball, and 
on Sunday the MIAA released 
the hockey pairings. 

Here locally there’s six teams 
that have qualified for the state 
tournament - in basketball the 
Wildcat boys and Shawsheen 
boys and girls teams made it. 
And in hockey, the Tewksbury 
boys, Wilmington girls and 
Shawsheen boys also made it. 

Here’s a glance at each of the 
six teams: 

Wilmington Boys Hoop: 

The Wildcats finished 15-5 on 
the regular season and qualify 
for the state tournament for the 
10th time in the last 11 years. 
Wilmington has had deep runs 
in the tournament the last few 
years reaching the North 
Sectional final twice in the last 
three years, losing both times 
to Lynn Tech. 

Head coach Jim McCune’s 
team was the fifth seed and 
drew the 12th seed 
Newburyport Clippers at home 
on Wednesday night while this 
paper was hitting the streets. 
The Clippers finished the sea- 
son at 10-10, including a 65-43 
loss to the Wildcats back on 
January 28th at Cushing 
Gymnasium. In that game, the 
‘Cats had a 15-point lead at 
halftime and opened it wide 
dpen on a 16-5 run in the final 
6:27. Wilmington connected for 
nine treys in that game and had 
three players end in double fig- 
ures as Joe Herra had 16 points 
followed by Eric Ollila with 14 
and Mark Giordano with 11. 


While offense really hasn't 
been a problem for the team all 
season, the key will be as 
always defense. 

“When we really concentrate 
on defense like we did in the 
final few minutes against 
Georgetown, that’s when we're 
successful,” said Ollila. “When 
all of us are playing defense 
together.” 

The ‘Cats started the season 
off with a 3-3 mark before the 
New Year started. During those 
six games, the ‘Cats were 
defeated by Cape Ann League 
rivals Pentucket and Hamilton- 
Wenham, and also lost a non- 
league game to Tewksbury. 
Thereafter the ‘Cats strung 
together a 10-game winning 
streak, the longest the team’s 
had in at least 15 years. Then in 
the final four games of the sea- 
son, the ‘Cats defeated 
Tewksbury and Winthrop in 
nonleague games, and lost 
league games to Masconomet 
and Georgetown. 

Wilmington is led by its two 
all-conference players, senior 
Eric Ollila, and junior Joe 
Herra. Herra has been among 
the league's leading scorers all 
season and Ollila has been ter- 
rific all-around between scor- 
ing, rebounding, playing great 
defense and leading the team 
on and off the court. Junior 
center Sean Murphy has had @ 
solid season, while junior for- 
ward Brian Caira has improved 
greatly and does a lot of little 
things that go onnoticed to help 
the team. Senior Mark 
Giordano has been a great 
addition as the team’s point 
guard. 

Off the bench help will come 
from Ryan Quigley, a big man

This 
program has never won a state 
tournament game and will be 
looking to make school history 
when it plays the winner of 
Latin Academy/Westwood on 
Friday at 6:00 pm at the Natick 
Arena, Latin Academy is the 
17th seed at 10-8-2, and 
Westwood is the 15th seed team 
at 9-6-5 as those two teams 
meet for a preliminary round 
contest. 

Wilmington finished the sea- 
son with an 18-2-0 record. Last 
year the ‘Cats were 17-4 overall 
and have gone 35-6 in their last 
41 games. The ‘Cats were 
defeated by Andover, 8-1, and 
Arlington, a Divisiion 1 team, 
for the only losses on the sea- 
son. This season, Wilmington 
had keys victories over 
Billerica twice, Everett, 
Waltham and St. Mary’s of 
Lynn, for teams that are also in 
the Division 2 North sectionals.

Mile race very competitive 


Murray takes seventh 
at the all-state meet

ROXBURY ~ Your mind cer- 
tainly can play tricks on you. 
Just ask Chris Murray. 

The Wilmington High senior 
had five days to think about 
being the No. 1 seed in the all- 
state meet, and whether or not 
he could finish as the best 
miler in the entire state. 
Everyday during the week, the 
pressure seemed to have gotten 
to him, especially before 
Friday night’s meet. 

There he was extremely ner- 
vous, and just didn’t look like 
his old self running the eight 
laps at the Reggie Lewis 
Center. Besides maybe psych- 
ing himself out, he was “man- 
handled on the inside corner” 
on the next to last lap which 
didn’t help matters. 

But in the end, when he sat 
down to relax, it was then that 
his mind stopped playing tricks 
on him. After all he’s the sev- 
enth best miler in the entire 
state, which came a week after 
being a Division 3 state cham- 
pion, 

“Just being ranked first,” he 


said about being so nervous. 
“Everyday I was checking the 
times of the other runners on 
line. But I noticed that I was 
first, but the kids behind me all 
ran slower in the class meets 
than they did earlier in the sea- 
son, so I guess that just got me 
thinking too much.” 

While it may seem as if 
Murray might not have run his 
best race, he actually did. At 
the Class C Meet, a lot of his 
split times were between 32 and 
36 seconds per lap, This time 
they were much more consis- 
tent between the 32 and 33 sec- 
onds. 

“He ran his best race,” said 
coach Bob Cripps. “He did a 
personal best of 4:30, and he got 
hammered around that corner 
which set him back a bit. He 
wasn't going to win this race 
but we figured fourth or fifth. 
And he finished seventh, and 
he's going to the New Englands 
(as the champion David Polgar 
of Newton North elected not to 
go). I'm very pleased with 
Chris - he didn’t have a weak 
lap. He was very consistent.” 

Murray was within the rest of 


the pack until three quarters 
around the first lap when he 
charged very fast ahead of the 
rest of the field. He held that 
lead for several laps, but then 
the other competitors came on. 
As Murray just started his sev- 
enth lap, he really got sand- 
wiched on the inside corner but 
a handful of runners, which set 
him back a bit 

“I wasn’t expecting that,” said 
Murray. “I really got manhan- 
dled. I wasn’t expecting every- 
one to be so aggressive. That's 
something I’m not used too. It,s 
the first time in my high school 
career where that's happened.” 

Because Polgar elected not to 
run on Friday, Murray has one 
more run in his illustrious 
indoor track career at WHS. 

“I'm looking forward to it,” he 
said. “I’m excited. This whole 
thing has been quite a trip. I 
just wish I had more time to 
really go out with a bang.” 

As soon as Chris Murray's 
mind stops playing tricks on 
him, he'll realize that he has 
gone out this season on a bang.

Mello dashes to a 
sixth place finish

ROXBURY -— Just before the 
55-meter dash finals were about 
to get underway, there was 
about a half hour delay on the 
middle of the raceway as 
Guillaume Thevenin of 
Stoughton fell and broke his leg 
in the hurdle race.

Wilmington High junior 
Jackie Mello snuck up from the 
inside lane to finish at 7.46 sec- 
onds to take sixth place at the 
all-state _meet -held Friday 
night. 

Mello doesn’t drop excuses, as 
she would have liked to have 
improved on her fourth place 
finish in last year's race, she 
did say that the long delay was 
tough. 


“They” told us to get in our 
lanes and you're already pretty 
psyched about the race,” she 


said. “Then they say to fix your 
blocks and you have everything 
you should have going on in 
your mind. But then they told 
us we had to wait, then you're 
not as excited or as intense. 

“They came back and said it 
would be 15 minutes and from 
there you're concentration slips 
because you're not in that 
mood that you were just in.” 

Once things got situated, 
Mello was able to get back into 
Lane One, get her feet set in the 
block and await the sound of 
the gun. Once that happened, 
she bursted out only to find her- 
self in the back of the pack 
against some strangers. But 
then through the middle of the 
race, she sped up very quickly, 
and leaned at the finish line to 
take sixth place in the entire 
state. 

“Every single girl I was up 
against was new,” she said. “I 
have never run against any of 
these girls ever, not even as a 
freshman. Everyone I was fig- 
uring to run against wasn't in 


the finals. 

“The girl that beat me (for 
the Class C Championship) fin- 
ished eighth. It was just weird.” 

Mello, who has twice finished 
second in the Class C Meet and 
fourth and sixth at the all-state 
meet, advances to Friday's 
New Englands for the second 
straight season. 

Last year she placed ninth. 
Getting to that level this time 
around on Friday was no easy 
task. 

“The finals were very tough,” 
she said. “You think you're so 
close to everyone on the inside. 
When you're on the outside you 
see all of the competition so 
you know where you are. It was 
different this year. 

“I'm two years older and you 
get to see some underclassmen 
come up and then the juniors 
and seniors are switching over 
from other sports to run track 
because of college. So some of 
these girls came out of 
nowhere. But they were all so 
good and very nice people.”

Although the book, as its title implies, is a written search of Greater Boston’s 42 professional sports venues, many 


of which are lost to demolition and time, it is also about the many major and minor league teams that make up 


the cities rich sports history. 


“You can’t help but bring in the stories 
about the teams themselves,” Foulds said. 
According to Foulds, the book is a cross 
between a college thesis and a coffee table 
book. However, 57 photos and illustrations 
grace the books pages and the book is full of 
interesting anecdotes and facts about Boston’s 


sports history. 


The author has been able to dig up many 
well-known pieces of history, such as Cy 
Young’s first “perfect game” with the Boston 
Red Sox, at the former Huntington Avenue 
Grounds and mix them in with some little 
known facts: about the former Negro League 
teams that played in Lincoln Park, now a com- 


mercial building in Boston's 
South Cove area. 

According to Foulds, 
Fenway Park is the fifth of 
what were once seven major 
and minor league baseball 
fields in the city limits. The 
others were: the aforemen- 
tioned Lincoln Park and 
Huntington Grounds, Braves 
Field (National League), 
South End Grounds, 
Dartmouth Street Grounds, 
and the Congress Street 
Grounds, This does not count 
the National League Field at 
the Worcester County 
Fairgrounds that actually had 
a tree growing in its left field 
area, 

Long before Boston Garden, 
the Boston Arena (now ~ 
Northeastern —_ University’s 
Matthews Arena) came to life 
on St. Botolph Street and even- 


tually became the first home of 
both the Boston Celtics and the 
Boston Bruins. Ironically, as 
Matthews Arena, the Boston 
Arena has survived the Boston 
Gardens, which was almost its 
downfall, and is now the oldest 
ice arena in the country. 

The book is divided into 
three parts, with the first being 
the nine wonders of the Boston 
Sports World. The ones still 
standing and in use are: 
Fenway Park, Fleet Center, 
Gillette Stadium, Braves Field 
(now owned by Boston 
University) and Boston Arena. 
Foulds included the South End 
Grounds in his nine wonders, 
partly because it had three 
lives, The first was as a simple 
baseball, football and soccer 
field. 

In its early days the 
Grounds was the home of the

In fact, according 
to Foulds’ research, the Red 
Stockings dominance of the 
game was a large part of the 
leagues demise. 

In 1876, the National League 
came to life and the Red 
Stockings eventually became 
the Boston Braves. In honor of 
the new league and the excite- 
ment the team was generating 
in Boston, the owners of the 
South End Grounds built a new, 
ornate pavilion on the site of 
the original playing field (near 
today’s Columbus Avenue at 
Walpole Street). 

However, an accidental fire 
was set by a fan in the bleach- 


~ ers, allegedly when he dropped 


his cigar into a pile of peanut 
shells, and the ornate stadium 
burned to the ground. Although 
there were no deaths or serious 
injuries, 192 surrounding build- 
ings, including the local fire 


station, were also lost in the* 


inferno. 

The third life of the field 
saw its return to a simpler for- 
mat ‘and, over the years, a 
demise of the Braves into the 
worst team in the league. They 
remained there until 1914, 
when they started beating all 
other teams in the National 
League, and the owners of the 
American League leading 
Boston Red Sox offered the 
Braves the use of Fenway Park 
for home games. In August of 
1915, the National League lead- 
ing Braves moved into their 
new home on Commonwealth 
Avenue.

Avenue Grounds, the first home 
of the Boston Red Sox; Boston 
Garden and its parquet floor, 
which makes up the cover of 
the book; and the former 
Foxboro Stadium, the first 
home of the New England 
Patriots, after they moved from 
Boston. 

Foulds.describes his search 
for information on the former 
Lincoln Park as one of his most 
interesting aspects of the book. 
It took a lot of digging, and the 
author had to rely on old real 
estate maps, as no pictures 
could be found in historic 
archives, of the former Negro 
Minor League Park that exist- 
ed from 1930 to 37. 

“Very few people (I talked 
with) even knew it existed,” 
Foulds said. 

He added, “I’ve never seen a 
picture of it, but I can tell you 
where home plate was.” 

The Lincoln Park story and 
a history of the teams that 
played there, such as the 
Pullman Porters and the 
Boston Tigers, while they tried 
to make it into the major 
leagues, can be found in the 
second part of the book: “The 
Forgotten Parks.” Also includ-

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ed in this portion are places 
such as the Dartmouth Street 
Grounds, Congress Street 
Grounds, Worcester County 
Agricultural Fairgrounds, Sam 
Mark’s Stadium in Fall River 
and Balmoral Park in Andover. 
Both Balmoral and Sam Marks 
were the playing grounds for 
two of Greater Boston's entries 
into the American Soccer 
League. The Shawsheen 
Indians called Balmoral their 
home from through 1926 and in 
that period played in three dif- 
ferent leagues. 

Sam Marks Stadium was 
named (after a local contest 
was held) for the owner of the 
Fall River Marksmen, who also 
played in the American Soccer 
League. The team won several 
championship cups before mov- 
ing to New York where the 
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name was changed to the 
Yankees. 

Although both of these 
teams played well, the domi- 
nant team in the league was 
the Wonder Workers, who not 
only won three championships 
during their time, but also beat 
the Uruguay national Soccer 
team, one of the leading teams 
in the world 

As for championship foot- 
ball, not only was there anoth- 
er team before the Patriots, but 
they played in Fenway Park for 
a short period of time. The 
Boston Red Skins played from 
1933 to 1936 and in their last 
year at Fenway they won the 
east division championship of 
the National Football League.

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Reading - ‘RIP’ 
in Lynnfield 


“An update of school 
remedial services was pre- 
sented to the school commit- 
tee,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” 

“Reading Resource 
Coordinator, Mary Vardaro, 
submitted her report to the 
committee, which included 
an overview of the Reading 
Intervention Program. The 
program, which is part of the 
regular education program, 
provides supplemental read- 
ing instruction to students in 
grades one through four at 
the two elementary schools. 

“Three reading tutors 
work four hours a day at 
Huckleberry Hill School 
under Vardaro’s direction, 
and one tutor four hours a 
day at Summer Street 
School. Tutors work with first 
and second grade students 
while Vardaro works with 
third and fourth grade stu- 
dents. Weekly team meetings 
are held for ongoing training 
and student progress discus- 
sion 

“Children are selected for 
the program based on read- 
ing assessment performance 
and teacher input. ‘We want 
to provide support in the 
early grades before problems 
arise’ commented Vardaro 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Palermo inquired, ‘What are 
the methods used to measure 
the children’s progress?’ 
‘The tutors run a daily 
record of the child's oral 
reading,’ replied Vardaro. 

“The Lesson framework 
for first and second grade 
students includes rereading 
familiar leveled books, read- 
ing a new book each session, 
and word work activities 
such as phonics, sight works, 
and letter recognition 
Students work with tutors 
individually for thirty min- 
utes three to four times a 
week. 

“The lesson framework for 
third and fourth grade varies 
based on the needs of the 
students, which may include 
word decoding skills, reading 
comprehension strategies, 
and fluency instruction. The 


focus with this group is on 
guided practice in the inde- 
pendent application of read- 
ing strategies. Students work 
‘in small groups for thirty 
minutes, three times weekly. 

“First and second grade 
students bring home a book 
bag with books to reread and 
parents are asked to sign a 
book log. Parents are 
informed of student progress 
through report cards sent 
home with classroom report 
cards. 

“Fifty-one students are 
currently receiving support 
at the Huckleberry Hill 
School, and 21 students at 
Summer Street School 
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Zip in 
Wilmington

Barry Watson plays Tim, 
a twenty-something who saw 
his dad get sucked into a 
closet, never to return, by 
something evil at age 8 and 
has never been the same 
since. He now lives in an 
apartment with no dark cor- 
ners, no closets, and sleeps 
on a bed level with the floor, 
all in an effort to prevent the 
Boogeyman from reappear- 
ing in his life. 

But the death of his moth- 
er causes Tim to return to 
his old town, and when loved 
ones and family members 
begin disappearing, he knows 
he must face his darkest 
fears by spending a night in 
his creepy old home. 

The movie succeeds 
because it's villain is a mon- 
ster that almost everyone 
knows, that mysterious crea- 
ture that is really just a 


shadow on the wall, or the 
man making the floor creak 
as he comes to get you which 
turns out is really just the 
baseboards providing heat.

De Niro plays a father 
who moves his young daugh- 
ter (Fanning) out of 
Manhattan and upstate after 
the death of his wife. The girl 
begins interacting with 
someone that her father feels 
is an imaginary playmate, 
Charlie, until people around 
them start dying and it turns 
out Charlie is all too real.

De Niro has made some 
questionable career choices 
as of late, but he appears to 
take a liking to this script, 
and his character really 
comes alive in the third act.

Do your closets need 
some organizing?
